That Department was 
made a Cabinet oflice principally 
throngh the efforts of the Grange, and 
when the new Administration came in 


we felt we had the right to suggest the’ 


name of a proper persofi to fillit. Col. 
J. H. Brigham, our Master, ex-Gov- 
ernor Robie of Maine and Hon. J. 
Woodman of Michigan, were suggested 
by the Order, and their appointment 
urged, but Harrison deliberately ig- 
nored the entire Order—snubbed it, in 
fact. Formerly,’’ continued Trimble, 
‘it was the rule of the Order that 
members should not paticipate in pol- 
itics. There is where we made a great 
mistake, but we have seen the error 
and repented, and now it is an implied 
requisite that members shall put aside 
their political faith when the interests 
of the Grange demand it. We do not

He quarreled with his wife and they 
separated. The next day Dingeas and 
his wife’s brother met and Dingeas 
was shot dead. Alfred Hroomfield, 
who married Dingeas’ sister, swore he 
would be avenged on Hall and fatally 
wounded one of Hall’s brothers. Ten 
days ago Bloomfield and his wife were 
waylayed and Mrs. Bloomfield. shot 
dead and Bloomfield was terribly 
wounded. Two days later Purvis 
Bloomfield was shot. On Saturday 
last George Dingeas, a brother of 
Broomftield’s wife, was shot through 
the leg in a fight witn one of the op- 
posing party.

CARSON RIVER 


There the river is at present utilized in the 
subsistence of the two great Interests of the 
State—the mining and agricultural interests 
Below Carson are six or seven large quartz 
mills, costing large sums of money, enjoying 
the right to water which was appropriated at 
the very commencement of the mining indus- 
try of the Comstock in the year 1858. A 
mining community of at one time 25 000 souls, 
and now of 15,000, is entirely dependent upon 
the running of these mills, for when these 
mills stop ruuning the ore production is 
stopped and the miners are uremployed 
These mills depend upon the water power of 
the Carson river. Tributary to this great 
mining community, and dependent upon 
it, is an-agricultural community existing 
near the headwaters of t arson, which has 

own gradually in prosperity and numbers 

cause of the market afforded by the towns of 
Carson and Virgin‘a Citv, which are, as I have 
stated, dependent — the mining industry 

This community has so grown and in- 
creased in prosperity, and the value of irri- 
geted lands has béen so thoroughly demon- 
strated, that the acreage has been gradu- 
ally increased uutil this condition of things 
exists: During the months of July wnt! 
December, the entire flow of the Iver is 
absorbed by the farming community above 
to the injary of the miaing community be- 
low. And thus the farming community is 
gradually destroying the life of the com- 
munity which eonstitutes its greatest mar- 
ket. The mining community has been 
compelled to resort to —_ measures for its 
protection. It is to be hoped that the spec- 
tacle ofa foolish and —oe litigation 
over a scant supply of water, which, 
by the joint energies of the two interess 
referred >, could be enlarged and devel 
oped sufficien ly for the supply of both, 
will not be affor 
world, but that intelligent and business- 
like combination of these two inte-ests, 
r-lying upoao themselves dnd not upon the 
Government, will reault in the establish- 
ment of storege reservoirs which will 
abuudantly supply bogh.

LIFS HERE MORE A‘ TRACrIVE? 


I think that the attention of the stranger 
who cumes from a seuled community to 
this dlale is 6s attracted by the 
apparent hardness of he life, 
the lack of comfort, the lack of 
beau y, the lack of dornment of houses 
and in g ounds,and the many evidenvis 
of cultivation and refinement which abound 
in older communities. I am inclined tothink 
that this largely arises from the mining char- 
acter of the country, and from the general 
belief that life here is temporary and condi- 
tional. But now that we are emerging from 


the condition of a mere mining community / 


inth that of an agricultural and manufactur- 
ing commuuity, is it not well to think more 
of comfort and happiness in life, pleasing the 
eye and the ear andthe senses’? And here 
opens up a t vista of Improvement in 

ucation and training. Nevada, with the 
restless impulse of the American people for 
educatson, has not been behind the age in 
this respect. Schools everywhere—in the 
towns, in the mining cistricts, in the agricult- 
ural commuuities. herever a few families 
are within easy reach of each other, ther a 
school-house is ¢stablished and some person 
of education is chusen and paid to attend to 
the training of the younger generations. 
But it seems that we are going to an extreme 
im this direction; that we are LZ oy, Co 
much attention to the education of the head 
and too iittle tothe education of the boay— 
too little to the training of the hands in the 
various trades and arts. 

SOME WHOLESOME TRUTHS.

the expense of the body ; and hence, children 
are confined from six to seven hours a day in 
Close rooms, their heads crammed with all 
kinds of kuowledge, and little attention 
is paid to their physical development, 
that bein lett entirely to their own 
Caprice and love of amusement. With the 
animals the greatest care is taken as to 
their food, time for meals, their prepara- 
tion and qnality. With men but little care 
is taken, and the stomach, which is the 
very seat of all physical as well as mental 
action, is neglected. This is particularly 
noticeeble in frontierlife. The preparation 
of food, so as to make it palatable as well 
as nutritious, is but little attended to. In 
a country abounding in catt'e of every kind 
fresh meat is but little eaten, andthe great 
reliance is ham and bacon, swimming in 
fat, and destructive to digestion.

his thoroughbred colts in the way of food 
and exercise tuan on half of the people of 
this countrv do of their children. 

Now how is this tu be remedied? I say 
that towns such as Carson and Reno can be 
made the centers of propogandism ia this 
direction.

SCHOOL OF COOKLNG 


Established in Reno, and giving instruc- 
tion to our gitle and youeg women, not 
only to those infending to go ont in service, 
but to those who attend to their household 
duties at home, and are preparing to be the 
mistresses of households, would be as mach 
service to this State in the developmont of 
a hardy and vigorous manhood as our Uni- 
versity. Good food carefully 20e ared, 80 
as to tempt the appetite and ai gestion, 
is at the very foundation of a vigorous race. 
It pute in condition the force of nutrition, 
and developes bone, mauscie and brain 
power. , 

Having thus attended to the process of 
nutrition, the next thing is to attend to the 
development of the bones and muscles by 
hardy exercise. I de not mean by hard 
work of chlidren in the fleld under a burn- 
ing sun, but exercise united with pleasure, 
under a system which tends to develop the 
physical being. It should be part of our 
very comman school system here; no pab- 
lic school of ony size should exist without 
a reom devoted to the practice of gymnas- 
tics, under the charge of a competent and 
trained man. 

I was particularly struck with the system 
that prevailed inGermany. The 

TWO MOST VIGOROUS RACES 


Which came under my observation while 
abroad wvre the English and the Germans; 
both of them devoted to athlectic exercise— 
the English more inthe way of sport, and 
Germans more in the way of edacation. In 
the town of Carisbad, | found a building 
within easy reach of two or — of the 
sublic achools, entirely deveted to gymnas- 
fics, under the care Of a doctor who had 
been thoroughly educated and had prac- 
ticed hie profession. His time was entirely 
occupied during seven hours of the day in 
the instruction of different classes in ca! es- 
thentics and eymnastics, these classes 
coming from the schools, remaining for an 
hour and then marching back to their 
echoolroom. The maimed and deformed 
children were under his charge; diseases o/ 
the hip joint and the spine were here treated 
by gentie exercise. The State everywuere 
showed its intelligent care not only of the 
intellectual but the physical training of ics 
children. I could not but contrast the 
French race—small, poorly developed and 
weakly—with the great English race, anda 
cause jor it was found in the difference in 
their physical training. You can pass 
through France from one end to the other, 
witheut seeing a rubust game going on; 
whilst in Engiand, if you travel upon the 
railroad in any direction, you can bardly 
pass one hundred yards without s: elv g some 
game, such as iootball, tennis, cricket or 
croquet, geingon Itis this sind of train- 
ing whicn has developed the English race 
into the strong, vigorous, aggressive race 
that it is, denominating the world with its 
arms, its inteUigence and its language. 

I see ng reason why more attention could 
not be paid to these matters in our towns; 
why a vuilding should not be erected in 
Reno by the 


PUBLIC SCHOOL DEPARTMENT, 


Devoted to this particular purpose, tie 
benefits of which are to be enjoyed by all 
the various schvols. I.do not see why 
grounds cvald ne’ be set ge de under proper 
eare, in which games stich as lawn ten- 
nis, football and baseball can be played 

The American love of sport, thus far, 
seems to have reached its highest develop- 
mentinthe game of baseball, in which, I 
am sorry to say, a@ select band of players, 
constituting but asmall proportion of those 
interested iu the game. act as did the gladi- 
ators of ancient tome, and furnish amuse- 
ment, not exercise, for the interested spec- 
taturs. Physical sports should be made 
more general, aod embrace both men and 
women I hope to see inthistown of Reno 
an agiiation started, the influence of which 
will reach throughout the State. I hope to 
see the training of the physical man made 
as close astady as that of the intellectual 
man. I hope to see comfort and beauty and 
adornment cultivatedgs® well as the mate- 
rial wants of man. 


HE ADVOCATES PUBLIC IMPROVEMENT. 


Did it ever occur to you 0! how greatly an 
improvement society might benefit Reno? 
Suvh societies have sprung up all over the 
Kast, in the towns and villages, and have 
been productive of immense good in devot- 
oping the public taste in the way of archi- 
tecture in the decoration of grounds with 
trees and flowers, as wellas in public im- 
provements. They have been recently in- 
troduced into California. They have many 
such societies in the different localities of 
San Franciéco, vieing with each other in 
public improvements. In Oakland are two 
or three sach societi's, and in Berkely a 
society has been established which has 
added much to the beauty of that university 
town, and yesterday | observed that the 
city of Napa has organized a society of this 
kind. Such a society should not be limited 
in its membership to males alone. The 
women should contribute their refinement, 
their love of beautiful things to its develop- 
ment. From such @ socie y suggestions 
with reference to manicipal improvements, 
municipal adornment, improvement in 
private grounds, the raising of trees, and 
the utilization of natural advantages would 
emanate, which would make Reno one of 
the prettiest towns on the Coast 

The people beré do not realize what a fea- 
tare of beaaty the river posding through 
their town is and can be made. Inatead of 
being ornamented. instead of having beau- 
tiful streets on each side planted with trees 
and with grass, affording &

Of the city, the idea thus seems to have 
been to make it simply a sewer and deposi- 
tory of filth, and people living along its 
banks pl ce upon it their stables and other 
unsightly houses.

I trust that in the great mate- 
rial development, the development of man 
will not be lost sight of; t bat in this in- 
comparable climate and on this fruitful soil 
and in the midst of great en which 
rival the deur of nature itself, man 
will reach both his highest intellectual and 
physical development.

New York. Working-women in this trade, 
says the New York Star, are not as well 


work of making artificial flowers, embroid- 
ery and the like, nor as those in the more 
laborious trades. The boxmaker’s work 
calls for less skill than the former, and less 
of both strength and skill than some of the 
latter. Most branches of box-making can 
be learned in a few weeks. The materials 
are lightand the tools simple. The result 
is that wages are sometimes as low as $4 a 
week, and seldom above $8 or #9. The 


men, whose wages are better, work by the 
week.

The prepared 
pasteboard, with notched edges and long, 
straight cuts, where it is to be turned up for 
fitting, is laid in a great heap on a table be.

The heap is quickly arranged, so that one 
edge of each piece of pasteboard is slightly 
exposed, and-with a broad thick brush the 
workman liberally beglues all the edges at 
a few strokes. Other pieces are deftly fixed 
to the glued edges, the pile is brought to an 
even edge, turned over and pounded with

Boxes o1 this kind are turned out by the 
million and are sold at from one to five 
dollars per hundred. Costlier boxes are 
edged with gilt paper and covered with fig- 
ured material. Costlier stiil are the bon- 
bon boxes. Gay lithographic pictures are 
imported by the thousand from Paris to or- 
nament such boxes. They are lined with 
delicate paper and edged with an imitation 
of lace. The foundation material.of these 
pretty cabinets for sweets is plain brown 
pasteboard. Itisan instructive leSson in 
the striking results of simpie devices to see 
one of these bare, ugly pasteboard trays 
grow under a girl’s nimble fingers into the 
dainty receptacie that shall make sweet- 
meets doubly valuable.

How a Sacred Bird of Siam Was Smug- 
gied Into San Diego.

A few inquiries directed to a pleasant- 
faced lady near by elicited the information 
that the bird was the sacred Mino of Siam, 
which as a nestling had been smuggled 
from the temple where it was bred bya 
roving sea captain and sold to Dr. Gildea at 
Honolulu about eight years ago. 

Minnie, as she is called, is about half the 
sizeof a crow and nearly as black. In the 
sunlight the feathers take a blue and green 


about the throat. 

_ The bill, which is large and strong, 
tapers toa sharp point and is orange hued 
near the head and lemon-colored at the tip. 

The prominent eyes are dark and bright, 
feet and legs lemon-coiored. 

The bird is valued at $250, but specimens 
have been known to bring $1,000 in the 
United States, where but few of them have 
ever been brought. 

The species is carefully guarded in Siam, 
and as none are ever sold they can only be 
obtained surreptitiously.
